MONOPOLIES AND RESTRICTIVE TRADE PRACTICES 
COMMISSION 


Dated the 8th August, 1974, 

G.S.R. 880.— In exercise of Jhe powers conferred by section 
66 of the Monopolies and Restrictive Trade Practices Act, 
1969 154 of 1969), the Monopolies and Restrictive Trade 
Practices Commission hereby makes the following regulations 

namely : — 

1. Short title and commencement. — These regulations may 
be called the Monopolies and Restrictive Trade Practices 
Commission (Conditions of Service of Members of Staff) 
Regulations, 1974. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2, Appointing authority. — (1) All appointments to Class 1 
posts in Commission shall be made by the Chairman of the 
Commission. 

(2) All appointments to Class II posts shall be made by 
the Secretary of the Commission. 

(3) All appointments to Class III posts shall be made by 
the Deputy Secretary of the Commission. 

(4) All appointments to Class IV posts shall be made by 
the Administrative Officer of the Commission. 

3. Seniority.— The seniority of the members of he staff of 
the Commission would be determined in accordance with the 
general principles of seniority circulated with the late Minis- 
try of Home Affairs O.M.No.9/ll/55-RP5, dated the 22nd 
December. 1959, as amended from time to time. 

4, Conduct of staff.— The Central Civil Services (Conduct) 
Rules, 1 964, as amended from time to time shall, as far as 
may apply to the members of the staff of the Commis- 
sion. 


5. Control and discipline — The Central Civil Services 
(Classification, Control and Appeal) Rules, 1965, as amended 
from time to time, shall ns far as may apply to the mem- 
bers of the staff of the Commission. 

6. Othci conditions of service. — In respect of all other 
matters regarding conditions of service of the members of the 
staff of the Commission for which no provision or Insuffi- 
cient provision has been made under these Regulations, the 
rules and orders for the time being in force and applicable 
to employees holding corresponding posts in the Central 
Government shall, as far as may apply to such matters. 

7. Intcrpretaion. — If any question arises as to the inter- 
pretation of these regulations, it shall be decided by the 
Central Government.

(a) who has entered into, or contracted, a martiage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into, or contracted, a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post ; 

Provided that the Central Government may, If satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

5, Power to relax : — Whore the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary oi expedient so to do, it may, by order, 
for reasons to be recorded in writing, and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of these 
rules with respect to any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving : — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for Scheduled Castes and 
- Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of person in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time

G. S. R. 887.— In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes 
the following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the Class III and Class IV posts In the Directorate (General of Employment 
and Training, Ministry of Labour, namely :— - 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be callod the Directorate General of Employment and Training (Class 
III and Class IV posts! Recruitment Rules, 1974. 

(2) They shall come iuto force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application. — These rules shali apply to the posts specified in colunm 1 of the schedule annexed heicto. 

3 Number, Classification & Scale of Pay— The number of posts, their classification and the scales of pay attached thereto shall 
be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matters. — The method of recruitment, to the said posls, age limit, 
qualifications and other matters connected therewith shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

5. Disqualification. — No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, 01 

(b) who having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post. 
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Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to 
such persons and the other party to the marriage and there arc other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of 
this rule. 

6. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may by order, 
for reason to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules wilh respect to any class or category of persons. 

7. Srving.— Nothing in the-,e rules shall alfect reservations and other concessions requiied to be provided for the Scheduled 
Ciite,, S die filed Tribes and other -.pecial categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from 
time to time in this regard.
